WASHINGTON (AP) — American 112 pilot Francis 


Gary Powers was freed from a Russian prison and traded 
dramatically today for master Soviet spy Rudolf Abel 
iin an early morning exchange at the middle of a bridge 
'between Kast Germany and West Berlin.

Fighting f he Elm Beeffe 


Perot* attending the annual Witconiln 


pesticide conference in Madison recently 
were told thit a highly effective control 
sgent for use against the Dutch elm disease 
will be given expensive field trials thi« 
spring. The new chemical, known as Shell 
3526, will be used on about 2,000 elmi in 
Milwaukee and powibly 200 in Madiion, 
according to Prof. Dale M. Norris, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin entomologiit 


This systemic poison ii injected into 


the tree and then is carried to the tips of 
the branches by sap. It appears to have 
the result of killing or driving away beetles 
before they can infect the tree with, the 
Dutch elm disease fungus which they carry. 


Prof. Norris reported that the test was 


made on 50 elms in Milwaukee last year in 
an area heavily infested with beetles. Of 
the 50 trees treated only three developed 
the disease and two later were shown to 
have received an inadequate dose of the 
chemical. On the other hand, the other 
nearby control group of elms showed a 
40 per cent infection. 


The report on this chemical is good 


news but Prof. Norris emphasized repeat- 
edly that the new chemical is to be used 
as a supplementary attack on elm dis- 
ease and will not replace the present 
methods. He said that sanitation and prun- 
ing and the burning of dead wood and 
the removal of infected trees constitutes 
the best method of control. 


However, the systemic poison has a cer- 


tain advantage. It can be applied regard- 
less of weather conditions and also during 
dormant seasons. Further, it can be used 
to protect specimen trees or trees which 
cannot be reached by spray trucks. An- 
other important advantage is that it is not 
injurious to bird life. 


Many advances have been made in the 


methods of fighting the Dutch elm beetle 
in recent years but the best so far is that 
of maintaining a sanitary condition about 
the elm tree. Any citizen with an elm tree 
can make a real contribution merely by 
pruning out all dead wood from his elms 
and picking up the twigs which have been 
pruned or may have fallen from the tree 
and removing them or destroying them by 
fire. This is a sure method. 


Figures on Milk Production 


It often is claimed that figures don't lie 


but it must be admitted they sometimes 
tell strange tales. 


Recently Hoard's Dairyman picked up 


some figures on milk production from the 
Los Angeles area which the magazine says 
preaches a simple, uncomplicated lesson 
in dairy economics which most dairymen 
refuse to recognize. 


The information comes from Los An- 


geles County because there dairymen buy 
all the feed they use and they operate, on 
the highest priced land in the nation. 
For those reasons it is necessary for them 
to keep a careful account of expenses. Re- 
cently the dairymen of that county hired 
a firm of certified public accountants to 
study their records. The figures have been 
published in the Western Dairy Journal 
and are quoted from that publication. 


The Los Angeles dairymen produce 


milk under contract with dealers for a 
given base of production at a set price. 
The price is usually about $5.18 per hun- 
dred. Surplus milk over the base brings 
about $3.15 per hundred. The accountants 
show that a herd of 180 dairy cows, pro- 
ducing 50 pounds of fat per month per

men for running a slot machine 
and keeping a "common gam- 
bling house," Powers was unper-- 
turberi.

To his constituents, however. 


Powers was first and last a 
friend. Christmas meant literal- 
ly tons of turkeys, geese and 
ducks to be distributed. Johnny 
provided more fundamental aid.

At one time he 
i? said to have boasted that 
2,600 men from bis ward were 
working for the city of Chicago.

First Social Workers 


The two young ladies on Hal- 


sted Street, Jane Addams and 
Ellen Starr, were the original 
social workers.

Thwarted by poor health that 


had forced her to give up her 
study of medicine. 
Jane 
Ad- 


dams had developed the. idea 
ef a settlement house, "in a part . 
of the city where many primi-

found," and had gone to Chicago 
to find a house among the vic- 
tims of the lath century's fast- 
growing industrial society. 


The 
young w-omen 
had 
no 


blueprint to guido them when 
they began helping the neigh- 
bors to help themselves. They 
moved in. and began doing what 
came naturally.

Addams, becoming aware of the 
desperate problem of working 
mothers, organized a kindergar- 
ten.

In August, 1912. Jane Addams

to listen carefully to 


what she had to say. 


Though the Bull Moose cause 


failed. Jane Addams did not

When the .1916 campaign came
